Stiff Penalties 


Imposed By P.M. 


Before P. M. Rogers at Lo- 
mond on Monday, H. W. <A 
Messenger of Queenstown, S EA 
Alden Smith Sr. and Alden Z 
Smith Jr. of Shouldice, were 
fied $20.00 and costs amount- 
ing to $5.25 each and their guns 
confiscated. The charges were 
reported to have been shooting 
without a license and carrying 
loaded guns in a car, The 
sentence seemed unusually 
severe as the guns confiscated 
were. valued at fully $200.00. 
Two at least of the accused 
were farmers and needed no 
license, so that both the police- 
men and police magistrate 
accepted a plea of guilty when 
they must have known the 
charge was incorrect, if shoot- 
ing without a license was 
charged against all three. 
The penalties scarcely seem to 
accord with the offence in any 
of the cases. None of accused 
had shot a single bird, four 
ducks in their car having been 
given them by other members 
of the party. Below we quote 
the clause in the game act with 
reference to resident's licenses. 
It is so clear no misconstruction 
could be put upon it: 

20. No person, a resident of the 
Province, shall hunt, trap, take, shoot 
at, wound or kill any game bird with- 
out having in his possession a license 
duly issued to him so to do, which 
shall be known as a resident's bird 
game licence : 

Provided, however, that the pro- 
visions of this section shall not apply 
to any farmer or member of _ his 
family residing with him upon his 
farm, norto those residents of the 
Province residing to the north of the 
fifty-fifth parallel of north latitude. 

It will bea pity if this case 
is not appealed. If it estab- 
lished nothing else it would 
show conclusively that the 
same offense is usually pupish- 
ed much more leniently all over 
the province, and the variation 
from heavy to light penalties 
makes the whole situation 
ridiculous to the public. The 
fact that a plea of guilty was 
made in this case only em- 
phasizes the severity of the 
penalties.

The setting up of the organization of the League of Nations had, as its 
main object, the removal of those racial religious, economic and political 
animosities and suspicions which kept the nations of the world, and par- 
ticularly the nations of Europe, in constant turmoil and ever on the verge 
of war. Because of the bitterness and suspicions thus kept alive and active, 
all nations armed to the teeth, one against another, while a multitude of 
restrictions and prohibitions to international intercourse were established. 

Not only were national boundaries marked by lines of fortifications, 
but intricate systems of espionage were maintained, passports were 
required of people passing across boundary lines, different gauges were 
built by railways, customs posts established everywhere, and hostile tariffs 
iinposed by one country upon the products of other countries, 


Thus were the people of each country kept warned against the possible | 


enmity of other countries, suspicions were never allowed to die down, a 
constant state of friction prevailed, 
mind, 

It was as inevitable as the rising of the sun that such a state of mina 
among the peoples of the world must end in some gigantic conflict. It came 
in 1914, and all but ruined mankind, and nearly destroyed civilization. The 
statesmen of the world realized that unless something was done to remove 
these suspicions and causes of friction, it would be only a matter of time 
until another and still more colossal struggle would take place, 

When it became operative, the League of Nations further realized 
that, if disarmament was to be brought about, armies and navies reduced, 
and the huge drain on mankind for warlike purposes ended, the real causes 
of war must be removed, lulled, and a true understanding 
developed among all people. In other words, that a proper spirit of interna- 
tional goodwill must replace the existing narrow and blatent nationalism 
rampant everywhere. 

The League, therefore, set up the International Labor Office, with the 
object of improving the lot of workers in all countries, and to raise the 
standard of living of the masses of the people everywhere, realizing that, if 
people are contented and happy, and living under a fairly high standard 
they will not be suspicious or jealous of others, nor quite so ready to plunge 
into war to better their

own condition 

In like manner, the League has devoted its attention to many causes or 
sorrow and unrest in the world, and it is persistently seeking improvement 
in all departments of the world’s work and methods of living. 

It is because of many really great achievements in these directions, 
coupled with the horrors of the last war, that the minds of all people are 
today more open to receive and support plans for disarmament, and that, 
with the passing of the years, the for permanent world peace

World statesmen are now convinced that the greatest aanger to the 
world peace is to be found in the realm of economics, in the rivalries of 
nations in the field of trade and commerce. This is the age of big business, 
the age of mechanics, mass production, and of endeavour to sell the surplus 
products of one nation in the markets of other nations. While this has been 
more or less true of all ages, and wars have been waged in order to seize 
territory with a view to later exploitation or development, 
today the urge to secure new and larger markets is the strongest ally of

FOR ONTARIO — 
_ SAYS FERGUSON 


Toronto..-Launching the first can- 
monade of his political campaign, 
Premier G. Howard Ferguson an- 
nounced before a monster gathering 
here that there would be no plebis- 
cite under his administration on the 
Ontario liquor control act. 

“There will be no plebiscite so 
Jong as the Conservative party is in 
power,” Premier Ferguson exclaim- 
ed, ‘and I happen to be the head of 
the government. We are quite pre- 
pared always to submit our record 
to the public to have it criticized 
and discussed, and we must be pre- 
pared to accept our responsibility.” 

He went on: “The government 
does not say the legislation is per- 
fect. Time and experience are go- 
ing to demonstrate its 
The Ontario liquor control act was 
admitted to be probably the best in 
the Dominion. It was. administered 
by a very capable board. 


“Let us try and improve any de- | 
fects in the act as we go aling so! 


that any evils which may exist may 


be eliminated,” Premier Ferguson 
declared. 

“I ar opposed in principle to 
plebiscites,” the premier stated.) 


“They are contrary to the principle 
of responsible government. A_pleb- 
iscite is a refuge behind which a 
government may hide from respon- 
sibility.” 

Premier Ferguson had caustic ref- 
erences for W. EF. N. Sinclair, Lib- 
eral leader, on the liquor question. 

“I see,” the Ontario premier de- 
elared, ‘Mr- Sinclair is a bit wobbly 
in his effort to follow the path of 
prohibition. I am not quite sure 
where he is or where he will land in 
that respect. It appears to me the 
position he has taken is that the 
people have approved of the legis- 
lation; but Mr. Sinclair does not 
want the Ferguson Government 
administer it. He now says the Fer- 
guson Government should not 
minister it and to let those admin- 
ister it who did not believe in it,”

London, Eng.—Beam wireless ser- 
vice direct from England to Austra-

Employment On Igcrease 

Ottawa.Employment in Canada 
at the beginning of August showed 
a further marked increase, accord- 
ing to statements tabulated by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics from 
6,840 firms whose payrolls aggregat- 
ed 1,097,812 persons as compared 
with 1,070,817 persons on July Ist. 
The record is unusually good for this 
time of the year and the index num- 
ber at 127.8 is a record for all time. 


Income Tax Collections 


Ottawa.—Income tax 
are mounting. In the five months 
ending August 31, collections totall- 
ed $60,392,142, an increase of $9,- 
311,918 over the same period in 1928. 
In August alone, according to the 
National Revenue Department's fig- 
ures, collections were $850,427, as 
against $822,100 in August of last 
year. 

Will Represent Japan 

Tokio..-Japan’s first step in

Planting Tulips 


The correct time to plant tulips is 
when the bulbs are ripe, the ground 
in condition, and the bulbs to hand, 
which, on the prairies may be any 
time between August and freeze-up. 
However, as in garden practice the 
position reserved for tulips is usually 
occupied by summer-flowering plants, 
the operation has to be deferred un-

not be marred by the gradual defec- 
tion of the best flowers, as the temp- 
tation to cut them is always irresist- 
ible. Strong growing plants with 
stems sometimes two and a half feet 
high require planting six inches apart 
in rows fifteen inches distant from 
each other. They are also very ef- 
fective when planted in small groups 
in the perennial border.
